WASHINGTON LETTER 


Washington, D. €.—Economy is in 
the very air here. Returning members 
of both the Houses of Congress cry out 
“economy” almost before they extend 
personal greetings, so very strong is the 
feeling for a strict accountability move- 
ment for a cutting down of all sorts of 
expense. Members of many year’s stand- 
ing all will tell you that hundreds of jobs 
can well be abolished with only effi- 
ciency and less cost as a result. [tis a 
fact that is here now with the war over 
two vers that many a “war job” is run- 
ning as well as ever and as a result the 
taxpayers are paying for work that con- 
sists for the most part in waiting for pay 
days to come around. The worthless as 
well as the useless job has become a pub- 
lic scandal. Congress will see what can 
be done to rid the land of this evil and 
evil itis at that. 

Congressman Good of Towa, chairman 
of the Ffouse Committee on Appropria- 
tions, is hard at work and has been for 
some time with his committee preparing 
for the supply bills. In each measure big 
slashes will be made over the calls for 


for by the various departments and bu- 
reaus of the government. With enor- 
mous bills to be paid owing to the war, 
the people are entitled to relief at the 
earliest possible day and some members 
of the Congress are old-fashioned enough 
to believe that that day is at hand. 
Slashes will be made and yet tt is pos- 
sible and it will be probable too that not 
a single department will suffer for want 
of proper means to conduct itself in such 
times as the nation is now passing 
through. It is a fact that every year re- 
gardless of actual conditions of finance 
and the country, that calls for money al- 
ways exceed the final {ppropriation. All 
projects are considered worthy by some 
one and so appropriations are asked for 
when in many cases the ultimate out- 
come is hopeless for a single odllar. 
And then tt is also a fact that often 
times the Elouse will deny an appropria- 
tion or make a greater or less amount 
than was asked for when the other Efouse 
will either add or take away as the case 
may be. For instance the House may 
give the District of Columbia $1,000,000 
for new schools when as a matter of fact 


rthe governnent in this city and during 


passed unamended as it came over from 
the House. This bill called for the ex- 
penditure of many millions of dollars up- 
wards of $550,000,000 or so and to hive 
the Senate pass it just as it came from 
the House was a most remarkable piece 
of work. Such events are rare indeed in 
legislative history and its repetition can- 
not be expected in the present age and 
generation. _Senator Penrose may be 
sneered at and slandered but his critics 
must admit that he is an able législator 
and a man who knows what certain de- 
partments need and must have for effi- 
ciency as well as the country’s good. 

It is stated that the present number of 
Federal employees in ‘Washington is 
92,000. For weeks past Representative 
William R. Wood, chairman of the sub- 
committee of appropriation committee 
considering the legislative, exceutive 
and judicial appropriation bill, says that 
20,000 of the 92,000 clerks now here 
must go and thus save the Government 
the vast sum of about $20,000,000 a year 
in salaries alone. For years the salary 
roll has been on the gain and when the 
war came on it took on an increase that 
was more than a landslide. It has kept 
going since in some quarters despite the 


'fact of the end of the war. But all such 


changes in this government cannot be 
made at once but with this reform 
passed by the session about to begin the 
effect can be made from the next fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1921. Mr. Wood 
says that the efficiency will not be im- 
paired by such a reduction and many 
bureaus will be abolished and consoli- 
dated as a result. Think of it that at 
this time there are about forty-two bu- 
reaus in the government all doing the 
same work. This particular bureau has 
to do with the public health. The new 
budget bill that will pass the session will 
correct all of these evils and place after 
many years of agitation the business of 
the government on a firm and sound 
economic basis. Since the tine of 
President Arthur has the budget matter 
been before Congress and at the last 
session when both Houses passed the 
bill, President Wilson vetoed it for some 
slight out that no one else would ever 
have thought of. The budget bill is to 
be one of the measures selected for pas- 
sage at the coming session and the cor- 
rection has been made with some other 
changes. The President. may not sign 
the new bill but the budget is only a 
quéstion of this session or the next one 
that. will eome in early March with 
President Harding. ; 

At the tme of the signing of the ar- 
mistice thete were 110,000 employees of 


the last two years the. reductions have 
numbered bss than 18,990. Mr. Wood 
says that vith two fellow. members he 
walked thrugh division. after division 
of a sectionpt the War Department and 
found hundieds of clerks idle.

Efficiency will not be curtailed and 
when additions are needed of sums nec- 
essary for the proper conduct of the Gov- 
ernment deniél will not be in order of 
course. Evetyone must recognize the 
fact that the country is growing and that 
growth means expense; but there is a 
vast difference between expense and 
useless extravagance. Useless is a word 
used here to express a condition. that is 
a reality. Congress convenes on Mon- 
day and Chairman Good will have his 
first supply bill for the House the last of 
the week. That will be followed by the 
sundry civil bill after the holidays. Both 
measures are huge bills in every way and 
carry the bulk of the salary rolls of the 
Government. Chairman Good hits the 
nail on the head when he says that “‘it 
may be real econmy to make increases 
but we are determined to cut down on 
appropriations and employees wherever 
possible.’’ Congress will back him up 
in this important matter. 


In these days of expenditurean 
economy (?) it has come to light here 
that war material in shape of cement 
that was first bought by one of the de- 
partments was sold in certain quantites 
atadollar.

audience that the singer was no longer 
singing, though her voice. came forth to 
them as clear and sweet as ever. She 
sang again — and the only perceptible 
difference was the motion of her lips. 
She ceased — but her voice did not. 
Vertibaly it seemed that there were two 
singers upon the stage — two singers, 
but only one voice, For the tones which 
came from the New Edison matched 
those from the living artist so perfectly 
that it was impossible to detect any 
difference. The instrument produced 
not an echo or copy, but the real thing 
— Miss Shepherd’s voice unspoiled by 
any mechanical transformations, un- 
tainted by any metallic ring. 

After the applause which followed this 
remarkable exhibition, Miss MacGuigan 
came forward toshare the stage with her 
fellow musician, the New Edison. Again 
two artists were before the audience. 
Only by watching her could it be told 
when one was hearing one Miss Mac- 
Guigan and when her music came in 
double measure. The instrumental Re- 
Creation was as perfect as that of Miss 
Shepherd’s delightful voice. It was 
identical with the original in every par- 
ticular. 

Successive numbers on the program 
proved that the field*of the New Edi- 
son is not limited to vocal and violin 
records.

So much misunderstanding seems to 
be prevalent relative, to the standing of 
postmasters under all the juggling that 
the administration has done to protect 
all the present office-holding incompe- 
ten's, the following will be of interest: 


This question has arisen principally 
because there has been a great deal of 
misunderstanding with regard to the 
executive order of President Wilson 
dated March 31, 1917 — the general be- 
lief being that it made the postmaster- 
ships of first, second and third offices 
permanent for the present incumbents. 
As a matter of fact, it did nothing of the 
sort. It merely provided a Civil Service 
examination for the selection of the can- 
didate to be nominated by the President 
for confirmation by the Senate. 

This executive order can be set aside 
by Warren G. Harding or any subse- 
quent President whenever he feels like 
it, by an affirmative announcement. 
Whether Mr. Harding will do this or 
not remains to be seen. 

The executive order of President Wil- 
son never did put these postmasters 
under the Civil Service, because the 
Civil Service Jaw specifically says, 
“nor, unless by direction of the Sen- 
ate; shall any person who has been 
nominated for confirmation — by the 
Senate be required to be classified or to 
pass an examination.”” So that the pos- 
itive action of the Senate is required be- 
fore -the postmasterships could be put 
under the Civil Service. 
~ Still again, the law would have to be 
chatiged before any postmaster ap- 
pointed as provided in the Wilson exe- 
cutive order could hold the position 
indefinitely. Such postmasters are ap- 
pointed for a-four-year term, the same 
length as a presidential term. No mere 
executive order can change that term, 
it must be done by action of Congress. 
All that any President can do to give 
any postmaster continued appointment 
is to re-nominate him on the expiration 
of his four-year term, and then the 
Senate, if it so desires. can withhold 
confirmation. 

The Civil Service Commission con- 
firms this statement of the situation as it 
exists today, as follows: “Under exist- 
ing law first, second and third class post- 
masters are appointed by the President 
by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate, 
appointed is required to be 
unless by the direction of the Senate. 

“The order does not create any Vva- 
cancies nor require that 
be held upon the expiration of the four- 
year term of any postmaster. It does 
not give a competitive classified status 


to any postmaster nor classify any office 
of postmaster under the Civil Service 
act. The order is entirely outside the 
Civil Service law, and does not give any 
right to transfer to the classified ser- 
vice.” 

The terms of “presidential”? post- 
masters expire as a rule soon after the 
new administration comes in. These 
postmasterships have usually been party 
“patronage” and have been given to 
some active party, man in each com- 
munity who helped materially in putting 
his party whether Republican or 
Democratic — into power. This has 
sometimes been given as a reward but 
there is a much more important con- 
sideration. The postmastership is the 
nearest public service of the Federal 
government to each community. The 
party coming into power invariably feels 
it should have as public servant in such 
position a person in harmony with the 
administration’s views, rather than one 
whose political views are avowedly an- 
tagonistic to the administration. 

The executive order of President Wil- 
son on March 31, 1917, was as far as the 
President could go to put the selection of 
postmasters on a competitive basis. 

President Hlarding must decide for 
himself whether he will abrogate it, 
but one thing is certain, he is going to be 
urged strongly to set it aside by the most 
powerful Republican leaders in the 
country. Naturally, they want “the 
spoils of office” but they will urge it on 
higher grounds. If there is a particu- 
larly efficient postmaster in any office he 
may not be disturbed — but the mem- 
bers of Congress as a big majority have 
been far from satisfied with the post- 
masters appointed during the Democra- 
tic regime, and say they can easily get 
just as capable, if not more capable 
men, and women for these places. 

The outstanding leaders and_ select 
advisors of President-elect Harding have 
pretty well made up their mind that the 
Postoflice Department is one bran¢h of 
the Federal service in which they are go- 
ing to make a showing. They are using 
extreme care in the selection of the man 
who will be Postmaster General. They 
plan to put economy and efficiency, con- 
sistent with the best possible business 
service to each community, all the way 
through the postal service. With this in 
mind they are extremely desirous to 


4 have in all these principal offices men or 


women who will work whole-heartedly 
with the new administrative officer. 
Some of those who are advocating 
such a policy of appointing able Repub- 
licans as fast as the Democratic post- 
masters can be ushered out are Rep. 
Martin B. Madden of the post-office com- 
mittee, who is also a member of the Re- 
publican steering committee in the 
House; “Uncle Joe’? Cannon, who feels

that it is decisledly for the public as well 
as party interest, and Rep. Frederick 
Lehibach of New Jersey, chairman of the 
committee on reform in the civil ser- 
vice, which demanded specific reports 
-from Postmaster General Burleson in the 
last session of Congress, charging that 
he was not living up to the mandates -of 
the executive order. Rep. Lehibach has 
a mass of information on this subject, 
which h» has p!aced at the disposal of 
Harding’s advisers. He has made a par- 
ticular issue of the postmastership in his 
home city of Newark, N. J. 

When Rep. Lehlbach had his resolu- 
tion of inquiry up in the House and again 
later when he protested to the House 
that the Postmaster General had _ ig- 
nored the order of Congress, many Re- 
publican members narrated their per- 
sonal experiences in their home States 
regarding presidential postmasterships, 
and the way the executive order was 
working. The whole tenor of their 
speeches was dissatisfaction and deter- 
mination to change conditions as soon as 
possible. 

It seems to be a foregone conclusion 
that the first, second and_ third-class 
postmasterships will continue to be un- 
der the incoming administration as they 
have for so long been in the past — 
distributed on party basis. Those post- 
masters throughout the country who 
have been living in the false hope that 
they are to be retained by virtue of the 
executive order will most likely find that 
they must give way. to some “deserving 
Republican.” : 

This. much misunderstood execulive 
order reads as follows: 

“Hereafter when a vacancy occurs in 
the position of postmaster of any offi¢e 
of the first, second or third class as the 
result of death, resignation, removal, or, 
‘on the recommendation of the first as- 
sistant Postmaster General, approved by 
‘the Postmaster General, to the effect, 
that the efficiency or needs of the ser- 
vice requires that a change shall be 
made, the Postmaster General shall cer- 
tify the fact to the Civil Service Com- 
mission, who shall forthwith hold an 
open competitive examination to test 
the fitness of the applicants to fill such 
vacanes, and when such examination 
has been held and the papers in connee- 
tion therewith have been rated, the said 
commission shall certify the result there- 
of to the Postmaster General, who shall 
submit to the President the name of the 
highest qualified eligible for appoint- 
ment to fll such vacancy, unless it is 
established that the character or resi- 
dence of such applicant disqualifies 
him for appointment. No person Who 
has passed his sixty-fifth birthday shall 
be given the examination herein pro- 
vided.” 

The Civil Service Commission defines 
its only part in this by saving: “The 
duties of the commission in connection 
with these appointments are to hold 
open competitive examinations when 
called upon to do so by the Postmaster 
General, and to transmit the list of eli- 
gibles obtained as a result thereof to the 
Postmaster General.

Narrow Escape at Fire 


During the fire in the Central Block 
in Lowell, Tuesday, Perley F. Gilbert, 
architect of this town, with rooms on 
the fifth floor of the building, suffered 
severe burns about the face and hands 
while attempting to reach his office 
during the progress of the fire.

Her hair was 
ablaze and she was about to fall to the 
floor when he went to her assistance. 
With the help of another man who was 
in the building at the time he dragged 
and assisted the woman to the floor be- 
low. With the use of his own over- 
coat, which he threw over the woman’s 
head, he succeeded in smothering the 
blazing hair. 

Mr. Gilbert was given first aid and 
remained about the premises until the 
fire was placed under contro] and then 
came to his home here on Main street. 
His burns are very painful but no serious 
results are expected.

The nasty weather last Saturday 
afternoon did not dampen the pleasure 
which thirteen members of the Andover 
History Society and_ their 
friends: took in the walk and supper 
planned by Miss Mary L. Smith. 

The party left the Reading car at 
Walnut corner and turned east on the 
cross road as far as the road which runs 
parallel to the Turnpike which was fol- 
lowed in the direction of Andover. A 
pause was made at the bridge to watch 
the waters of the Skug river as they 
rushed on their way to Martin’s pond. 


Many persons have inquired why 
“Skug” river. Miss Bailey's history of 
Andover refers to ‘‘Scoonk river in 1715 
which certainly sounds very much like 
skunk. This is the best explanation 
we have yet to offer. If anyone has a 
better, we should be glad ta hear it. 


Turning in the Old Mill road, the 
forester’s hut was reached and a good 
fire was soon burning in the range. The 
hut which has been occupied for several 
summers by a forester is on Jand which is 
a part of a five-hundred-acre reservation 
which is being reforested by the state, 
120,000 young pine trees having been 
set out this season. 

The numerous signs say that ‘‘This 
forest is open to the use and enjoyment 
of the public at all times’ with certain 
reservations about the building of fires, 
hunting, trapping, etc., but so far as 
we have heard the Natural History So- 
ciety is the first organization to take ad- 
vantage of the invitation. 


The forester’s hut is near the site of 
Gray’s saw mill beside the stream which 
at this season is a roaring little torrent. 
All trace of the old mill has disap- 
peared — stolen plank by plank since it 
was last used in 1898 — except for a few 
huge timbers and a fragment of the mill 
wheel too heavy and cumbersome to 
tempt the vandals who made way with 
the rest of the structure. 

The mill was built before 1837 by 
Samuel Jenkins, grandfather of Mrs. E. 
Kendall Jenkins of School street and 
was used for sawing lumber hauled there 
by ox teams from far and near. Much 
of the lumber used in the building of 
Lawrence in its early days was sawed at 
this mill. If anyone in this vicinity 
needed boards or lumber, trees were 
felled and the logs drawn to.the Old Saw 
Mill, as it was then called, soon to rise in 
fragrant piles about the mill. What is 
now a quiet and almost deserted spot, 
was once a busy scene. 

Venturesome and privileged children 
probably rode on the carriage then as 
they did later experiencing pleasurable 
thrills as the log moved out over the 
falling water seeming to them almost as 
mighty as Niagara. Afterwards they 
played on the piles of boards or gathered 
the raspberries which sprang up in 
abundance where the wood had been cut 
off. 

After the death of Samuel Jenkins the 
mill passed into the hands of his son 
Ebenezer who about 1850 sold it to 
Henry Gray, father of Miss Alice Gray of 
Salem street, after which time it was 
known as Gray’s mill. Logs continued 
to be sawed until 1898 when the mill was 
finally abandoned. 


While the kettle was boiling, part of 
the company walked on through the 
pines against whose southern side the 
sun lies so warm on a fine day, past the 
old Gray place where once stood the old 
barn the favorite haunt of bats, now re- 
built with almodern cottage, to the But- 
terfield place. This house, the second on 
the same site was built ten years before 
the Revolution and is still a substantial 
and well-preserved dwelling. Before the 
Civil War this was one of the stations of 
the Underground and many a fugitive 
slave found refuge there. 

The farm is now owned by Paul Hill, 
but the only greetings given the visitors 
were those extended by the family horse, 
a sow and three pigs which seemed to 
have the run of the premises, and voiced 
their pleasure at the call in no uncertain 
terms and could with difficulty be per- 
suaded to allow their visitors to depart 
unattended. We sampled the frozen 
berries from the neglected cranberry bog 
and returned to the cabin with appetites 
whetted to a keen edge. 

When the last sandwich had disap- 
peared and the coffee pot been drained, 
the last dish washed, the floor swept and 
the lig. 9 * sally extinguished, the party 
turned t@@ faces homeward. Snow was 
falling an the darkness seemed impen- 
etrable until the eves were accustomed 
to the night. When Rocky Hill road was 
reached the party divided, seven taking 
the car home and six finishing the jour- | 
ney on foot, seven and one-half miles in 
all.

The unit of 
$10.00 will. take care of one child: in 
other words, $10.00 will provide one pair 
of shoes, one pair of stockings, one warm 
coat and one meal a day for one child, 
throughout the winter. Surely no one 
can be deaf to an appeal like this, when 
$10.00, which means so little to us in the 
midst of our Christmas good cheer, will 
mean life itself to one of these children. 

Many contributions have already been 
sent from Andover, as from other cities 
and towns, to the headquarters of the 
fund in New York, but there are many 
others who would like to help. For the 
convenience of those who may wish to 
contribute, the King’s Daughters have 


very kindly been allowed to place a box | 


in the Andover National Bank. Any 
amounts, large or small, with or without 
the names of the donors may be placed 
in this box, and will be sent on to New 
York as an Andover Christmas gift to 
the children across the sea.
